‘NEW FARM INVENTIONS DRUNKENNESS SHOWS 


the Alberta Department of Agricul-’ 


ture through the efforts of Hon. Geo. 
Hoadley, Minister of Agriculture. 
One of these inventions, created by 
three farmers in the Sedgewick dis- 
trict, ds a new ensilage cutter which 
is designed to climinate much of the 
labor entailed in harvesting heavy 
ensilage crops. The invention is a 
machine drawn by three horses which 
not only cuts the crop but also cuts 
up the ensilage and dumps it into a 
wagon travelling alongside. Those 
who have handled heavy crops of sun 
flowers will realize what a boon such 
& machioe would prove to be. Some 
time ago Mr. Hoadley took ‘the inven- 
tion-up, and has had a machine manu- 
factured for test purposes. He has 
ulsu secured the patent rights on it 


for ‘the three wastern provinces. Dur- 
ing the next few weeks tests of the 
machine are to be carried out at Leth- 
bridge, High River, Strathmore, Olds, 
Lacombe and Edmonton. The machine 
4s at present at the experimental farm 
at Lethbridge, where it will remain 
for some days and then move to High 
River, and will ba at Strathmore the 
week following. ‘Farmers are urged 
to attend demonstrations of the ma- 
chine if possible. It is the purpose 
of the Department if the demonstra- 
tions are |satisfactory, to have the ma- 
chine manufactured and made obtain- 
able to the farmers of ithe west at 
cost. (Ut x believed such a machine 
would be of an immense stimulus to 
the dairy industry, making it much 
easier to put up a feed crop for winter 
months, . 

The other invention with which the 
Department is concerned is that of 
a machine placed on grain separators 
ddsigned to clean wheat of all weed 
seeds without Interfering with exist- 
{ing weed cleaning apparatus on the 
separator. The experiment with this 
attachment has been in the hands of 
W. J. Stephen, Field Crops Commis- 
sioner, and has been brought to such 
a satisfactory stage that several are 
being manufacutred for tests this 
fall. The maching is designed with 
the ultimate purpose of freeing the 
province of the weed menace with the 
eventual saving of millions of dollars 
and should also have the effect .of 
freeing for use in feeding the screen- 
ings which can only now be used un- 
der strictest regulations because of 
their weed dangers. Mr. Hoadley's 
chief hope in connection with this 
invention is that it will make it pos- 
sible to deal with weed seeds in 


grain once and for all on the very 
farm on which they are produced, so 
that there will be no weed seeds trav- 
it 


elling about in the grain after 
leaves the farm.

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LARGE FALLING OFF 


A marked falling off in the number 
of arrests for drunkenness in Edmon- 
ton during the month of August is 
the feature of the monthly report - of 
Chief of Police Shute which was pre- 
sented at the city hall on Tuesday 
morning. .Whether the early effects 
of the new liquor act in increasing in- 
toxication on the city streets are 
wearing off is not stated in the report, 
but the figures reveal that in Augw:t 


‘the total number of arrests for intoxi- 


as

cation totalled only thirty-seven 
compared with sixty-seven for 
previous month. 

The total arrests for tthe month 
were 97, which wali a decrease of 62 
from the total of July. The explana- 
tion given of the falling off is the 
lessened number of drunks, accord- 
ing to the chief. Summonses jusued 
were 69 as compared with 84 in the 
previous month. 

Fines imposed and payable to the 
city amounted to $1,310, while the 
amount for the month before was 
$1,647. The total fines imposed ur- 
der the liquor act were $2,360, of 
which only $1,120 was paid, the re- 
mafnder being accountel for by im 
prisonment. 
_ The report points out that during 
the month there were four sudden 
deaths, one fatal accident and one 
suicide. No crimes of a serious na- 
ture were reported with the excep- 
tion of one case of robbery while 
armed, in which the participant was 
arrested shortly afterwards and is 
now serving a term of two years. 
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ROYAL CLOCKS 


It fs not generally known that the 
King’s clocks are among the most 
interesting and valuable in the coun- 
try. There are nearly 250 in Windsor 
Cajitle, and more than 160 in Bucking- 
ham Palace. 

One of the most curious timrepfeces 
in Buckingham Palace is the French 
Negress Head clock dating from the 
days of Louis XV. It is in ormolu, 2 
ft. 6 in. high. The hours are shown in 
one of the negress’s eyes and the 
minutes in the other. 

Then there is Brequet’s Sympathet- 
fc Clock. It] dial is the gold watch 
that was made for, and used by, King 
George IV., with the chain and watch- 
key attached. Below, in a glass- 
panelled mahogany case, is Brepuet’s 
apparatus by which at the stroke of 12 
shoots up a steel needle through a 
hole in the rim of the watch case, 
automatically adjusting the minute 
hand, if it should be fast or slow. 

The most prectouz# of the clocks 
which the King keeps at Windsor is 
a little timepiece, ten inches high by 
four deep, that Henry VIII. gave_ te 
Anne Boleyn on her wedding day. 
The weights are beautifully engrav- 
ed with true lovers’ knots. It used 
to belong to Horace Walpole, on 
whose death it was sold to Queen 


Victoria. 
One of the King's clocks, kept in 
William III.’s State bedroom at 


Hampton Court Palace, has been 200 
years in ‘the same place. It goes for 
a year without winding.

In Western Canada eight-row wheat 
is generally régarded:as pretty: good 
stuff, but in Dr, Seager Wheeler's: ex- 
perimenta plots’ at'-Rosthern there 
are heads’ with ten’ and twelve rows. 
! Strains of wheat that will-ripen 30 
days after ‘they. show ‘through the 
earth, ‘white wheat, red wheat, wheat 
with beanls and ‘without, long straw, 
short |itraw, “purple straw, yellow 
straw, hollow straw, solid straw, 
macaroni wheat, rust resisting wheat, 
hail registing—hundreds' of varieties, 
including sixty-five strains in the 
rust resisting experiment, alone— 
the most interesting place in the 
Wheeler farm ts in these little plots 
where the “wheat king” makes his 
plant selections. 

I have se@n some large wheat grains 
this year, but when I got to the Wheel- 
er farm I:saw wheat berries which 
were actually as big as navy beans, 
I saw wheat with 130 grains f0 the 
head—all grown under’ abyolutely 
standard western .Canadian  condi- 
tions. ' 

Apriculturists are keenly interested 
in the development of a winter wheat 
which can be successfully grown in 
Western Canada, and Dr. Wheeler has 
several strains which are well on tho 
way toward succdas in this respect. 
He also has a strain which he calls 
the WinterSpring, which’ can be 
grown either-as a winter or a spring 
wheat and makes excellent pasturage. 
Uses Australian Strain 

Most of his experimentation is be- 
ing carried on with “Minister,” an 
Australian wheat, as the’ mother 
strain. He has over 100 different 
strains of this wheat, which is ten 
days earlier than Marquis, a white 
milling wheat with big heads ant 
short straw. 

One of his own strains which has 
become famous is the “Red Bob:.” 
Another strain of this fs called 
“Supreme,” a beardleas wheat which 
ripens a day or two later. It has the 
peculiar characteristf’e of ripening 
the heads when the straw is: still 
green. 

“Kitchener,” another original strain, 
is an eight-row wheat particularly 
well adapted for dry districts, It has 
a long straw—“I named it Kitchener,” 
said Mr. ‘Wheeler, “because it was 
tall and upright.” 

Dr. Wheeler is experimenting with 
Kota, a famous rust-resisting wheat, 
the principal drawback of which is 
its weak straw. When it is ripe the 
stem falls over, and he is working 
to get a stronger straw and also to 
produce a strain of beardless Kota. 
He remarked that it took eight years 
to “true up” a strain—that fs, six 
cor seven years to select out the un- 
desirable “unit characters” and then 
one or two years ‘to multiply the pure 
strain. 

Dr. Wheeler has crdzsed the Aus- 
tralian varietiies with the best Cana- 
dian and Anferfcan wheats. He ac- 
knowledged his obligation to Prof. 
Pye, of ‘the agricultural college at 
Dookie, Victoria, who has supplied 
him with numerous strains of Aus. 
tralian wheat. He remarked that 
Professor Pye was a tireless worker 
as he hap 90 acres of stud plots, fin. 
all of which the seed must be planted 
by hand, with each three foot Tow 
carefully staked and marked, andthe 
head selections must of course also 
be made by hand. Anybody who 
thinks seed selection is an easy job 
is very much mistaken. And of 
course the physical labor ts insignifi- 
cant compared to the close and con- 
stant attention required. Dr. Wheeler 
remarked that he believed a keen pow- 
er of observation was the greatest 
requisite in this work, and said that 


long years of careful selection had 
made him able to see things that 
would ordinarily pass unnoticed. “I 


really think I see: with the brain, not 
with tthe eye,” he said with a laugh. 
“I often jump into a field and pick 
out a }single head which to nearly 
anyone else would took exactly like 
every other head in the field.” 
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MURDER VERDICT IN

Janet K. Smith, domestic, was ‘“‘wil- 
fully murdered” in ‘the course of her 
employment in the laundry basement 
at 3851 Osler avenue, by being shot 
through the head by a revolver. by 
whom fired, we have no evidence to 
show,” was the verdict of the coron- 
er’s jury..yesterday afternoon ai the 
second inquest. The first coroner's 
court, held on July 29, returned a 
verdict of acdidental death. 

The verdict continued: “That the 
want of any proper investigation when 
the tragedy was discovered was re- 
sponsible for this protracted inquiry, 
caused great suffering to Innocent 
persons and probably shielded guilt 
We exonerate Chief Simpson = and 
Constable Fish entirely. It 18 re- 
grettable that the reading of picker 
extractii from the deceaseds diary 
tended to defame her pure and un- 
sullied memory.” 

Murder Established 

Murder having beev established by 
one of the most thorough and proa- 
tracted inquiries of its kind ever held 
in the province, the police are faced 
with the problem of starting searck 
for the person or persons who mur- 
dered Janet Smith. 

‘Alexander Henderson, K.C., counsel 
for the Scottish (locieties, which was 
largely responsible for shaving the 
second inquest held, stated that his 


principals would also continue their 
efforts to aid tthe police in the solu- 
tion of the murder mystery.

Let-me-say that there is .in moat 
of the women’s organizations a “Child 
Welfare ‘Convenor’. who I presume 
has, her. co-workers. 
terest themselves: in this- work. - for 
tjeir community, which I.shan't' go in- 
to detail explaining, as each . organi- 
zation would have its own method of 
procedure and of these -I..am not 
familiar, but:I am gofng;:to alter the 
subject allotted to me somewhat. As 
a nurse, ‘my attentfon is frequently 
drawn to those children who are not 
Tteceiving the quota of care and 
training necessary for good health 
and longevity. There are hundreds 
of mothers who are doing the very 
best, for their children, but at the 
same time, through lack of know- 
ledge’ and numerous other 
conditions exist that might be 
helped. considerably by a few words 
of advice. May I here draw your at- 
;tention to a few facts:. 

A Few Things To Be Remembered 

1—That a child is being trained 
from the moment it fs born; please 
do not start it on a road of irregular 
lity, in this-way you are laying up 
-all sorts of trouble for yourself, and 
ruining your child’s constitution and. 
perhaps its health. 

2—Regularity is the secret of ‘suc- 
cess in chlid ra§sing as in all the 
other sciences. : 

; a. Bath regularly night and morn- 
ing. : 

b. Feed regularly by the clock, as 
per doctor’s instructions every three 
or four hours. 

c. Put to bed in a quiet, cool room, 
window open, without the light, and 
close the door. 

d. After the child reaches the age 
of one year and on, regularity is just 
as important then as during infancy. 
Try to picture that this little child is 
being moulded in so far as _ habits, 
brain development, action, speech 
and character. The things you do en- 
ter into his mind and form their little 
impressfons which actually mean hab- 
its. Please do not spoil through care- 
lessness, ignorance or over indul- 
gence, ‘this sacred gift which you 
have been given. 

3—That a baby cries when it hals in- 
digestfon from over-feeding or im- 
proper feeding. When pins are 
pricking lit. When it requires atten- 
tion. When it has perhaps heen ly- 
ing too long in the one position or 
insufficient feeding. 

I have no sympathy with the 
mother who boastfully tells that 
“baby never goes to bed until 11 or 
12 p.m.,” or the lady who comes into 
a home and [ays “she's all tired out, 
baby wakes them up every morning 
at 3 o’clock and won't go to sleep 
again until 6 o’clock.” There are: 
times when a baby will waken during 
the night, perhaps he requires atten- 
tion or a drink of water, but that is no 
reason for the fond parents turning 
on a strong light by this bed, talking 
to him and finally taking htm into 
bed with them. If it 1s done tonight, ' 
tomorrow night the child tries it, 
again and thus many well behaved 
babies are spoiled. Please remember 
that ‘habit formation is the all impor- 
tant factor in the training of a 
child. A primary tendency in all 
children §: imitation, and the par- 
ents. may be directly responsible for 
certain characteristics of their child- 
ren.

TWO BY-ELECTIONS IN QUEBEC 


‘The two by-elections recently held 
in Quebec to fill vacancies in the 
Dominion House of Commons have 
both resulted in the election of Lib- 
eral candidates at the expense of 
Conservatives. Free trade as against 
protection was a prominent issue in 
both elections, and tthe Liberal candi- 
dates pronounced for a measure of 
free trade even more thorough going 
than that embodied in the Wiberal 
Government policy. They were, in 
fact, in this respect nearer to the Pro- 
gressive party than to the Liberals, 
and their success under such circum- 
stances makes it probable that the 
government will have to given even 
more consideration to the Progressive 
wishes than tuey have done hitherto. 
It is rather surprising ‘to find Quebec 
60 favourable to free trade.:? It was 
considered that Quebec's attitude on 
that question was nearer to a middle 
policy than ‘to either free trade or ex- 
tended protection. It makes it all the 
more needful for ‘Conservatives to 
make a very thorough examination 
and possibly a revision of their policy 
on this matter if they are to command 
success at the next election. 

There was another feature of the 
elections, or at least of the Rimouski 
one, which ‘is not surprising but is 
wholly discreditable. The Liberal 
candidate was a General Fiset. Dur- 
ing a great part if not the whole of the 
war he was Deputy Minister of Mil- 
itia. As such he held office during the 
period when ‘the Conscription Act, 
so hated by neutral Quebec, was put 
into operation. In the course of his 
election campagin ‘he and his friends 
continually declared that his part in 
the war was merely a matter of or- 
ganizing supply, that he had nothiog 
to do with the Conscription Act, which 
was wholly the work of the Minister 
of Militia, and that on the contrary he 
did his best to “mitigate its vigour” 
in Quebec. Further, the “General” and 
his friends all disclaimed his real 
right tp the title of “General,” and de- 
nied that he was in any way a real 
military man any more than a “Ken- 
tweky Colonel.” The friends indeed 
always spoke of him as “Dr. Fiset.’’ 

Just consider what this means. Here 
is a man who held the second highest 
official position in the Canadian War 
Department during the Great War, 
which is not yet six years old. He 
drew the pay, wore the uniform, and 
bore tha title of a soldier. Yet now 
he actually boasts, and makes. his 
boast a basis of claim to represent a 
Canadian constituency in Parllament, 
that he did mo real military work fn 


the war, and that when the Dominion 
Parliament with the overwhelming 
assent of the people of Canada passed 
a (Conscription Act, he not only dis 
approved of it, but while still holding 
to his post and his pay, did his best 
to undo the work of ‘his official chief 
and assist the people of Quebec to 
evade the law and shirk their simple 
obvious duty. He boasts of it, and 
his boast succeeds. Hie is elected to 
the Canadian Parliament. He may be, 
no doubt he will be a welcome recruit 
to Mr. MacKenzie King, that daring 
war hero, but he remains a person 
whom honourable Canadians will des- 
pise to the uttermost, and ‘his constitu- 
ency and the province of which it is a 
part will remain a disfiguring blot on 
the Imperial Dominion of Canada. 


THE REPORT ON THE 
CIVIL SERVICE 


The Committee appointed to inves- 
tigate the Civil Service of Canada thas 
now reported. The report is interest- 
ing but not startling. It confirms 
the impression which thas for some 
time been general, that the Civil Ser- 
vice is over-staffed and can be con- 
siderably reduced without loss of effi- 
ciency and with no little saving of 
public funds. The report also makes 
clear what most people suspect, that 
the Civik Service itself is the chief 
obstacle to its own reform. Officials 
not unnaturally hate the idea of losing 
their jobs, and wholesale reduction 
of the numbers of Civil Service offi- 
cials mean that many lose their jobs 
and the rest have to work harder. 
Therefore a wail of protest again'st 
any reduction can be counted on from 
the Civil Service. The report does 
not seem ‘to bestow as much attention 
on the method of recruitment of the 
Service or of promotion within it. The 
investigating committee do not appear 
to have made up their minds to con- 
demn out and out the patronage sys- 
tem so dear and so useful to party 
politicians and so expensive in cash 
and annoyance to the Canadian pub- 
lic. Yet it is extremely probable 
that the method of recruitment is 
mainly responsible for ‘the  over- 
staffing. If political services can be 
rewarded by Civil Service appoint- 
ments, mada, like appointments to the 
Order of the Garter, “without any 
damn nonsense about merit,” then 
the temptation is strong to multiply 
such appointments irrespective of 
their necessity, and party politicians 
‘parely make a prolonged stand 
against such temptations. Further, if 
original appointments are made irre- 
spective of qualifications, further pro- 
motions are apt to be made irrespec- 
tive of merit, which does-not tend to 
produce either satisfaction or effici- 
ency in the Service. 

If the report is acted on at all, it 
will be good, but it almost seems as 
if the report might have been even 
more serviceable, if it had been more 
thorough in its recommendations. The 
members of ‘the 'Committee were, how- 
ever, human, and their report is human 
like themselves. The odds would 
seem to be fairly heavy in favour of 
little reduction in numbers and fess 
increase in efficiency in the Service 
as the result of the report.

The 
nitrogen-holding organic matter is well 
broken down and intimately associat- 
mineral constituents 
making a homogeneous soil, with con- 
ditions at once favourable to a satis- 
factory tilth, to moisture conl:ervation 
and to rapid _nitrificatiion—the process 
carried on by the sdil’s micro-organ- 
isms and which prepares the nitrogen 
as food: for crops. 

Soils of the Red River Valley—ithe

Here and There 


‘Tt is anticipated that English or- 
ders for Canadian wool will exceed 
1,000,000 pounds this year, which 
will be a considerable increase over 
the business of 1928, amounting to 
700,000 pounds. 


Definite advice has been received 
at Victoria, B.C., that the Japanese 
training squadron, consisting of 
the “Kishima,” “Asma” and 
“Azuma” will visit Victoria during 
the winter. The squadron will 
leave Japan early in December, fol- 
lowing the annual fall manoeuvres. 


Approximately 60 per cent, or 
1,252,604 of the population of 
Western Canada live on occupied 
farms. Of the balance, 474,516 live 
in its 20 cities and towns of over 
2,500 and 228,962 in 3,809 small 
towns and villages of 2,500 or 
under. 


The work of re-ballasting the 
main line of the Canadian Pacific 
between Montreal and Toronto (the 
Lake Ontario shore line) has just 
been completed. Nearly 2,000,000 
tons of crushed rock, or about 36,- 
000 carloads, were used in this oper- 
ation. Officiats state that the road- 
bed is now as excellent as it can be 
made and second to none in the 
world.

Successful strawberry culture 300 
miles north of the international 
boundary has been proven possible 
by R. A. Gordon, of Edmonton, 
Alta. One hundred plants brought 
from Ontario wintered well, blos- 
somed heavily and produced a pro- 
lifie crop of well-formed, fine-fla- 
vored fruit with rich color and fla- 
vor. Mr. Gordon has likewise had 
much success with cherries, wild 
plums and crab apples, 


Steady progress has been made 
by the macaroni industry in Can- 
ada during the past decade. The 
Bureau of Statistics reports that, 
whereas the Dominion imported 
nearly 7,000,000 pounds in pre-war 
days, it imported only 15,096,000 
pounds and exported 2,229,000 
pounds in 1923, Nine factories, 
with a capitalization of $873,000, 
now operate in Canada, with an 
aggregate output approximating 
11,500,000 pounds. 


Whaling operations off the coast 
of British Columbia this season 
have been very successful, Four 
stations and six or seven whalers 
are working. Some of the vessels 
have secured :30 head so far this 
year. Whale oil is selling well in 
England, while whale meat, canned, 
is an established commodity in West 
Africa, the entire Critish Columbia 
whale meat pack of last year hay- 
ing been sold there®
